crops. Why? Perhaps because relief 
payments and unemployment insur- 
ance benefits have been made too 
attractive! 

But that’s just one aspect of a sad 
situation. There are many others. 
There are hundreds of employers 
who desperately need additional 
workers, but who have found that 
they can’t afford such workmen be- 
cause they are giving up the money 
needed for their salaries in unem- 
ployment insurance payments. In 
Short, the system which was sup- 
posed to cure unemployment, or at 


least alleviate it, is, in fact, aggra- 


yating it. 

| Then, there’s the handicap of ex- 
ftreme amendments to the Work- 
tmen’s Compensation Act. Let’s take 
a common example, as it applies to 
farm labor. An _ excellent farm 
worker, under 50 years of age, was 
unable to get a job as long as he 
suffered from a hernia. He decided 
to cure the defect—and paid for an 
expensive operation. But then he 


couldn’t get a job because, under, 


amendments written into the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act (at the de- 
mand of labor lobbyists) the em- 
ployer would be responsible if there 
was any recurrence of the hernia. 
So the excellent workman, who 
needs a job, and whose work some 
farmer needs and wants, fails to se- 


cure employment and ends up on’ 


relief! 

That’s just one by-produce of the 
Senseless, extreme legislation en- 
acted at the demand of labor re- 
presentatives who are more anxi- 
ous to make a showing at Sacra- 
mento than to learn the problems 
of the men they are supposed to re- 
present.

ish were pushed back from Halfaya 
(Hell Fire) Pass by superior Ger- 
man forces. The Germans reported 
that a fresh attempt to break out 
of besieged Tobruk was repulsed. 


The British drive upon Baghdad 
appeared to be bogged down to some 
extent by Iraqi action in flooding 
low-lying land along the Euphrates 
river. Prince Abdul Illah, the oust- 
ed Iraq regent, was said to have ar- 
rived at Falluja, to set up a new 
“constitutional government” in op- 
position to the pro-Nazi regime of 
Premier Raschid Ali Al-Gailani. 

Alexander reported Max Schmel- 
ing, German prizefighter turned 
parachutist, had been killed in 
Crete. Berlin had no confirmation 
of -this. 

The Germans today executed a 
right about face on President 
Roosevelt’s address. Yesterday they 
had displayed an attitude of indif- 
ference. Today, they published col- 
umns Of vituperative editorial. com- 
ment and special dispatches. 

The Nazi comment was so sharp 
that the question began to arise in 
the mind of the German public as 
to how soon Germany might be at 
war against the United States. 

Tokyo took a similar position, 
suggesting Germany and America 
are on the verge of war. 

From Doorn, in Holland, came the 
word that Kaiser Wilhelm I is ill 
and has been confined to his room 
for several months, arousing con- 
siderable concern.
